hereinbefore described act of the leg¬ 
islature. That at laid election the 
question of issuing bonds in the sum 
of tlrso.ooo) One Hundred nnd Fifty 
Thousand Dollars, the proceeds »of 
which shall be used to construct 
bridges and roads and hard-aurface 
the same as described hereinafter, 
shall ike submitted lo the qualified 
electors. 

The general description and loca¬ 
tion oi flic roads and bridges proposed 
to he located arc as follows: 

Commencing at the canal between 
East l.ake Tohopckaliga and Lake 


Tohopckaliga, at the crossing of the 
count) road leading from Kisslmtncr 
to St. Cloud, thence along said county 
road though St. Cloud to or near 
Ashton. Thcncc- by the nearest and 
most practicable route through sec¬ 
tions <k) Eight, (pi Nine, (107 Ten. 
(II) Elrven. (14) Fourteen, and (id) 
Thirteen in Township (46) South, 
Range 131) Thirty-one East. Thence 
in a south and eastern direction 
through Township ( 4 b) Twenty-six 
South. Range 133) Thirty-three East, 
Township (47) Twenty-seven South. 
Range 1J4) Thirty-four Hast through 
Deer Park In said section qast to the 
Brevard county western boundary, 
a distance of approximately Thirty 
(30) miles. VM 

Also j spur, commencing at or near 
Ashton, north to Narcoossee, a Jfs- 
tanee of about four miles (see map 
hereto .mached and made part here¬ 
of), the estimated cost of which is 
1 $150,0001 One Hundred and Fifty 
Thousand Dollars. 

Bridges shall be constructed where 
required, of iron, cement, or wood, 
either or all nf such materials, not 
less than sixteen feet crosswise of the 
road and of sufficient span to meet 
the requirements of tile several lo¬ 
calities ns to floods and possible 
drainage ditches or canals as the en¬ 
gineering survey may develop. Sand 
road when properly graded to hr sur¬ 
faced with sand-asphalt not less 


than nine nor more than twelve feat 
wide and four inches deep, and but¬ 
tressed with the san-c material at 
each border, not less than eight inch, 
ra deep in a perpendicular direction 
ami as much mote as shall appear nec¬ 
essary from tike surface, with six inch¬ 
es of base, widening one Inch to cvcty 
inch of rise untd it reaches the sur¬ 
facing, and shajl he hanked by a 
hank on each side of not less than 
three feet, sloping at the ditch side, 
inch to inch of fill. Texas asphalt 
shall he used, Said surface shall he 
crowned onc-lialf Inch to foot and all 
work to be done in a workmanship- 
like manner, to the acceptance of the 
engineer and inspector in charge. In 
qthc selection nf the Bond Trustees it 
fct our wish that they shall not be 
'paid for their aervices in the aggre¬ 
gate more titan Die Thousand Dol¬ 
lars (or each one. lor the entire time 
or in like proportion for any fraction 
until kite work is completed. 

Until such bonds herein provided 
for arc sold, if the special district Is 
created.’ we ask that the County 
Comniisstohers proceed to levy a Spe¬ 
cial Road and Bridge Tax and pro¬ 
ceed to let contracts to have the work 
done as provided for in Sections (It) 
Eleven, (ta) Twelve. (IJ) Thirteen, 
amt (14) Fourteen, the act herein 
cited. Provided, that in no year shall 
the contracts exceed fax) Twenty- 
five per cent, in excess of the amount 


atfil such levy amill not exceed ten 
mills each year. 

if, at uny lime, after work has been 
done the bonds shall be sold, they 
shill lie issued only in an amount pro¬ 
portionate to the work remaining lo 
be done, ami the special tax levied to 
sticlk time ahull cease after the then 
fiscal year, and the special taxes so 
levied be added fo the proceeds of the 
sale of «lie bonds for which the Bond 
Trustees shall reeept and account in 
like manner and the work pnrhed lo 
an early completion. 

In accordance with the provisions 
of Siktion (15) Fifteen, and (1(1) 
Sixteen of the act herein referred to, 
wc ask that a "due proportioif of 
the proceeds of tile Special Acts of 
the Legislature of 1015, granting; cer- 
tain privillges unto the V. ommisslon- 
rrs of Osceola County, arising from 
the levy of seven mills for hard-sur— 
facing roads, and three mills'for the 
repair of roads, shall be set over to • 
this Special Road and Bridge District 
lor use in this said district, and here¬ 
after a "due proportion," of all taxes 
levied for general road purposes. 

Ill the issuance of Itonda it is our 
desire that they he serial bond*, pay¬ 
able in full, or refundable at any tirtse 
after two years, at tin- option of the 
qualified voters of said Special Road 
and Bridge District.

HARD ROAD BUILDING IN OSCEOLA 


Mr. Sant Brammar, member of the 
executive hoard of the Dixie Highway 
Association ■■.nu Osceola cotir.tr, 
makes the following report of work 
being done in litis county in site man¬ 
ner of hard-surfacing public roads. 
The report is made to the Dixie High¬ 
way, the official organ of the associ¬ 
ation, published at Chattanooga, Ten¬ 
nessee: 

•‘The rt-ad from Kissimmee lo the 
Orange county line has been bard- 
surfaced with brick. The road from 
Kissimmee to Polk county is graded 
The road from Kissimmee lo Mel¬ 
bourne, in Brevard county, is nearing 
completion. Wc already have thirty 
miles graded and have five mites more 
in this county to grade aqd about five 
miles hard-surfaced at present. At the 
next meeting of the county conanls- 
sioners they sre to consider the enll- 


Ing of an election to issue bonds to 
hard-eurfacc the road from Kissim¬ 
mee to Polk county and the road 
from Kissimmee to Melbourne. The 
election is to call for bonds to the 
extent of $430,000, which will be suf¬ 
ficient to complete this wqrk." 

The Kissimmee-Melbourne road 
will he the connecting link between 
the Dixie Highway and the Florida 
Ccnlia! Dixie Highway, and will be 
the most southern cross-state road in 
this state. Traffic from Tampa. Lake¬ 
land and all other southwestern towns 
to the east and southeast coast, will 
travel the Kiftimmee-Vtlboqrne road 
The most southern cross-state roan 
at present is via Sanford, about forty 
miles north nf the n-rw toad. Thereby 
the new’ road will lessen the distance 
byroad one hundred miles from Tam¬ 
pa to Miami.

t Livestock Institute 
To Be Given 

Thera's n growing demand (or in¬ 
formation ill livestock. Farmers arc 
waking In the possibilities and needs 
01 their lanJ. A. P. Spencer, district 
agent of the University of Florida Ex¬ 
tension Division, is arranging rome 
o special livestock institute? for the 
livestock sections of the state. These 
will be aside from the regular fanners' 
institutes.

Texas or tiek fever. For years pure- j 
bred cattle introduced from the North 
nnd other tick-free sections would 
die from this disease in such large 
proportions (<>0 per cent or more suc¬ 
cumbing to the fever) that it was a 
brave man who would persist in try¬ 
ing to improve the character of his 
herd. And the cattle ffom the lick- 
infested area when transported to the 
North would carry this plague with 
them and scatter it and cause loss 
among the native cattle whqrcver 
they went, in the field and along the 
mail. 'Die tick-infested area was, 
therefore defined and ihe cattle there¬ 
in were quarantined. Some few years 
ago, however, after patient study anil 
investigation by experts, the cause of 
die trouble was located, a cure or 
preventive determined upon and in 
1900 work was begun by ihe Federal 
government towards eradication and 


which they feel, but it is due to the 
parent stock which came mostly 
from the Wlest Indies. No attention 
lias ever been paid to the breeding 
or improvement of this stock, and 
they have been permitted to inbretd 
among themselves to the extent oi 
very great deterioration. The ranges 
seldom furnish adequate feed during 
the mid-winter months and the calves 
in consequence become "stunted/’ 
which is one cause Of slow growth. 
When fat, a native steer three or 
four years old, will dress five to six 
hundred pounds. While this stock is 
small, it is naturally quite hardy and 
tarnishes the stamina desirable in the 
foundation upon which to build a 
good herd, 

Here, as elsewhere, success in the 
caltlcl industry will come through 
the improvement of breed. While 
the range steer three or four years 


tween which trere is little difference, 
are recognized as best for beef pro¬ 
duction, but the Hereford ’S. perhaps, 
the favorite breed. _ Bright Brothers, 
who ore now extensively engaged 
in the cattle industry in this scc.ion, 
after having had a prosperous car¬ 
eer in the same line in Missouri, thus 
state their reasons for favoring this 
breed: "The Hereford originated in 
Western England; this country is a 
grass country. Therefore they are 
well adapted to good grazing lands 
and there is no part of North America 
where any kind of grass grows more 
luxuriantly than does Para grass in 
South "Florida. It is conceded that 
no other beef breed of cattle quite 
equals the Hereford as a producer of 
beef, when grass alone is depended 
upon. Hcrcfords arc closer to the 
ground, mature quicker than any oth¬ 
er beef breed, their uniformity in>0.

op to this time bus met with such suc- 
|ct*s that about no,000 square miles 
of the infected territory have been 
(recti from the tick and released from 
quarantine.

Native and Improved Stock 

Tile native cattle of South Florida 
arc small in size, variable in color, | 
slow of growth and poor in quality as 
to beef production, when compared 
with the improved breeds of the North 
and West. This is through no fault 
of the Climate or of the grasses upon 


old sells at *25 to ijo per head, men 
like i , A. ( arson, of Kissimmee, 
and T. Chambliss, of Ocala, are 
selling their two-yvar-old half-breeds 
at from >;-.o to *100 per head and even 
higher. A scrub two yeors old is 
worth less than Jjo. It is remarkable 
how rapidly the native stock responds 
to good breeding. A half-breed will 
make a very desirable beef animal, 
and a second or third infusion of beef 
blood produces an animal about as 
desirable for beef purposes as those 
of still higher grade. F.ven on the 
ranges, without additional feeding or 
care, the half-breed thrives heller and 
will bring about twice the value of 
the native steer. 

All of the standard breeds of cat¬ 
tle seem to do well in Florida. The 
Hereford. Shorthorn and Angus, bo- 


formation and color makes them very 
.Htia.tive to the butcher nnd thry 
bring the top price in the market.' 
For dairy purposes, holt Holstein 
and Jersey have their advocates and 
Devon and Red Polled for dual pur¬ 
pose cattle. It is not so important 
which breed Is (elected as that one 
of them is adopted promptly and ad¬ 
hered to closely. It is, also, highly 
desirable that the breeders of a com 
munily should unite- upon a single 
breed, In this we" there may be eco¬ 
nomically affected an interchange ot 
the pure-bred sires to the advantage 
of the community as a whole. And 
the cattle nroduced will he more 
reudily and more profitably marketed 
n» tile community becomes better 
known as a source of a particular 
type of beef.

A Golden Opportunity 


One of tlic most important sessions 
ever faced by Congress lias just open¬ 
ed. Following hi* custom President 
Wilton read from the Speaker?* «tan.l 
to tile assembled legislators a mes¬ 
sage brimming with important recom¬ 
mendations. It matters not whether 
individually or as parly measures we 
agree or disagree witli the president 
on preparedness, the Mexican situa¬ 
tion, the method of raising additional 
revenue er 011 any of the fttltcr ques¬ 
tions taken up in his message, we all 
most agree that the country stands 
now on the eve of the greatest pros¬ 
perity it ha ever seen and legisla¬ 
tion should lie passed which will help 
instead of retarding or lessening that 
prosperity. It is. for instance, a tre¬ 
mendously important matter that bus¬ 
iness lie let alone to grasp its opnor 
trinity We have passed through a 
period of muck-raking and restrict¬ 
ive legislation which has, perhaps, 
been of benefit In making business 
more human. We have put a heart 
Into the corporations even though 
they may still lie soulless. But in 


doing so we came perilously m ar to 
destroying them altogether. It is 
certain that many bills will be intro¬ 
duced at the present session of Con¬ 
gress which will lf'ect business in¬ 
terests. Thoto should be passed that 
will help business to overcome the de¬ 
pression of the past yenrs and go on¬ 
ward and upward. Those which would 
further restrict business operations 
should he killed without mercy. This 
is no time for the passage of radical 
legislation regardless oi the apparent 
demand for it. Organization* which 
are demanding certain legislation arc 
noted for the noise they make because 
of the effect a noisy demand has upon 
legislators. Those organization* 
should be suppressed altogether, and, 
if not, for the time being at least. The 
government Units it nec-ssary lo raise 
huge amounts of additional revenue. 
To make this successful, the presi¬ 
dent recommends that no present 
sources of revenue be tampered with. 
Legislation against existing indu. 4 - 
iriea will directly oppose the presi¬ 
dent's recommendations, 


Florida s leases by neglect approx¬ 
imate the aggregate of its gains by 
industry. A bold statement — but 
listen. 

All who know Florida appreciate 
the lact that its natural rcsotirc.es 
have just 1,4111 scratched on the s..r 
face, and they anticipate that in year* 
to come, more men and brain* am: 
capital will make it industrially and 
agriculturally one .if the richest sec¬ 
tions, tier acre, in the world. Less 
than ten per cent of its acreage is un¬ 
der cultivation, and methods more 
or less imperfect reduce its produc¬ 
tivity *ix or seven per cent ol the 
possibility. 

The cattle industry—raising bc-f 
(or tile world's markets—is one • -t 
the greatest opportunities of the 
state, and as Florida's Board of 
health is an official adviser of Flor¬ 
ida's cattlemen regarding diseases of 
cattle, a discussion of the subject in 
in place In Ihe press .erviee. 

An important conference of the ent¬ 
ile raisers oi Florida, with'the pack-! 
era and capitalists oi the North, is to 
be held at Tampa in February under 
t lie initiation of tlic Southern Settle- 1 
ment and Development Organization. 
The object is to acquaint interested 
Northerners with the actual condi¬ 
tions here that favor the development 
..( the industry. The program will 
include a discussion of tlic cattle 
lick and tick fever and the possibili¬ 
ty of ridding the state of this expen¬ 
sive pest. 

Can it be done? Yes. If all the 
cattle raisers of tbc state wouldd unite 
in a concerted, consistent, intelligent 
effort, the tick could be banished from 
the state in one year. Tennessee took 
nine years to free itself. Two Hon¬ 
da counties have done it during he 
past summer. Compared with the re¬ 
sults the cost was small, and when 
you know how. when you know the 
tile story of the tick, it is a simple, 
problem. 


Three great sections of the world 
have to contend with the tick—Aus¬ 
tralia South Africa and the United 
States. Tile Auslialian variety is al¬ 
so active in South America, Cuba and 
l'orto Rico. Tlic United States liar 
hors eigiit varieties, bin only one 01 
these produces the fever and that one 
is found only in the South. 

Tbo body of the full-grown female 
is oblong-oval In shape, sometimes 
half an Inch in length When fully 
grown and gorged with the bicod of 
1 lie cow it drops to the ground, finds 
a place more or Jess protect.',! from 
the weather and proceeds to lay a 
few hundred to live thousand eggs 
According to the season of the year 
these eggs hatch in a few summer 
days, or twice as many in winter, into 
living, six-icggcil seed ticks, each 
about one-fiftieth ol an inch long. 
Each at once climbs to a place of 
vantage on a blade of grass or other 
vegetation and waits for another cow 
to come along. It has nothing to cai 
until it can attach itself to the ani¬ 
mal, and then it gets busy surging 
the blood of the host, reducing the 
vitality of tile animal. However, the 
tick can last a long time without food 
and if it cannot "catch a ride," on a 
beef animal, and sometimes on a horse 
or mule, it may live from three to six 
months without starving to death. 
Once safely landed on the hide of tile 
animal it begins its growth and starts 
the cycle of another generation. It 
causes injury to the cow by sucking 
its blood, destroying the red corpus¬ 
cles and producing an anaemic con¬ 
dition, in which the life resources that 
should have gone to make beef and 
milk feed and fatten the tick. It has 
been estimated that a beef animal may 
lose as much as two hundred pounds 
In a single season ill weight by-tick. 
Tlic tick also develops in the animals 
germ disease known as the tick “r 
Texas fever. This disease kills ap-

of the infected animal shall be at 
least as frequent as ttie incubation 
period of the tick itself—at days, and 
the Immersions in the solution shall 
he continued until the work is done. 
It has been demonstrated that a dip 
pin« vat of concrete can he con¬ 
structed for one hundred dollars and 
that sufficient solution to dip one 
hundred head of eattle can be prepar¬ 
ed h.r seven or eight dollars. Eighty 
or more of such vats have been con¬ 
structed In the state already, and the 
good work is progressing. 

A firm grip on this problem and 
its practical solving will be worth sev¬ 
eral million dollars a year In Florida 
It will add.from Iwo to three cents 
a pound for beef In the northern mar¬ 
kets. and it will remove the discount 
of five to fifty per cent on hides, now 
in effect.
